yOORHEES DEFENDS THE BRAVE DEAD 


The Chief-Jasticeship—The Tariff Debate 
~ fhe Colored People’s Exposition— 
Other Gossip From Washington. 


Wasumxaron, April 25.—[Special.}—The 
rumor that Senator Gray would be made chief 
justice. and Secretary Bayard wouid return to 
the senate and be succeeded by Phelps, who 
in turn would be succeeded by Edward ,Coop- 
er, of New York, was considerably discussed 
here today and it is believed by many. In 
order. however, to get some conclusive infor- 
mation on this subject, your correspondent 
ealled on Colonel Danie! Lamont today, who 
stated that so far as he knew this was only a 
eumor, and he did not think it probable. Ho 
further said that Mr. Cleveland had made no 
definite decision, but had the matter under 
consideration and would make the appoint- 
ment as soon ag he could agree upon the 
proper man for the place. He is very anxious 
io get the nomination in early and desires 
to select aman who wiil be confirmed by the 
senate without any unnecessary delay. 

THE TARIFF DEBATE. 

Very little intergst was manifested in the 
tariff debate-today, although the speeches 
were all as good as the ones which preceeded 
them. Democrats of the ways and means 
committee gave in to their republican oppon- 
ents, who demanded ten days’ debate for their 
side in open Jaylight, by agreeing to prolong 
the debate seventeen days after today, which 
was the thifd. It is f@ared that by this con- 
cession it will be impossible #0 take any action 
apon the bill until after the St. Louis conven- 
tion. This is what the republicans have been 
working for. They now feel confident of suc- 
CeSS. 

THE BLAIR BILL. 

The committee on education met this morn- 
ng, but could come to no agreement on the 
Blair bill. It is now understood that two re- 
ports on the bill will be made, a majority of 


‘piglit® reporting the Crane bill as a substitute, 


and a minority of five reporting the Blair bill. 
The majority, however, will delay their report 


- as much as possible, and there is no possible 


shance of the bill being called up for consider- 
ation thif session. ‘ 
VOORHEES’S GREAT SPEECH. 

Senator Voorhees’s speech in the senate today 
was considered the best campaign effort made 
this session. His scathing remarks on Ingalls, 
pronouncing his assertion relative to Hancock 
and McCleHan being allies of the confederacy 
as false, had such an effect upon the gentle- 
man from Kansas that he called a brother sen® 
ator to the chair and retired from thechamber. 
Mr. Ingalls is expected to reply, but his friends 
willtry to prevent it, fearing that he will 
make matters worse. Should he do so, both 
Blackburn and Vest are prepared for him, and 
a very lively debate is anticipated. 

THE COLORED PEOPLE’S EXPOSITION. 

The sub-committee of the appropriation com- 
mittee, appointed to consider the Kelley bill 
appropriating $400,000 for Atlanta’s colored 
exposition, today reported favorably to the full 
committee, with the suggestion that the com- 
mittee make a favorable report on the bill with 
ah amendment postponing the exposition one 
year. Chairman Henderson, of the sub-com- 
mittee, made a statementin which he said that 
his amendment was made in order that the 
colored people might have more time to get up 
creditable exhibits and make the exposition a 
success. The full committee did not act upon 
it today, but it is evident that Mr. Henderson’s 
suggestion will be adopted and a favorable re- 
port forwarded to the house. As there is not a 
very promising chance of getting the bill up 
for consideration in the house, for some 
months, those interested here think Mr. Hen- 
derson’s agood suggestion, and it is believed 
the people of Atlanta and other places inter- 
ested will agree to the same. 

Colonel Fry, of Atianta, is here in the in- 
terest of the Atlanta, Atlantic and Great 
Western railroad, which his company propose 
constructing from Atlanta to Savannah, via 
Eatonton, Louisville and Sylvania. He will 
meet representatives of the Kansas City con- 
Biruction company in New York on Saturday, 
when he proposes contracting with them to 
complete the entire road by July, 1890. 

Messrs. Frank L. Arnold and Walter T. 
Turnbull, of Atlanta, were today gdmitted to 
practice in the supreme court, hav?Mg been in- 
troduced by Sénator Brown. They are on 
their way home from New York, where they 
attended a meeting of representatives of the 
Young Men’s Democratic clubs. 

Just before the house took a recess this after- 
noon, Judge Crisp succeeded in having passed 
his bill authorizing the construction of a bridge 
across the Oconee river, at Laurens. 

Senator Hampton has been confined to his 
room for the past week from the effects of an 
injury he sustained some weeks ago by being 
shrown from a horse.

WaAsuHINGTON, April 25.—The motion to re- 
for the president’s message was taken ap, and 
Mr. Voorhees addressed the senate thereon, 
reading his speech from manuscript, Mr Voor- 
hees said that the issues which the two great 
parties would present to the Anrerican people 
at the ballot box next November, were plain- 
ly laid down. On the principle prociuimed by 

efferson that error was not to be feared so 
long as truth was left free to combat it, the

upon without apprehension and, indeed, wel- 
comed to the great arena of debate. 
The reason and instinct of the peo- 
ple. conld be trusted, and, by the 
time that the somber suns of antunin were 
over their heads they would behold, with clear 
anclouded vision, the pathway of duty, justice 
and right.~An extensive discussion of the 
lariff in the senate and house left no doubt as 
to the attitude of the republican party on that 
7 lon, and it had at last been forced to 
row away its masks and false faces, and to 
admit that taxation was not to stop. at the 
revenue line of the government, but was to be 
turned loose, without limit and without shame, 
On the labor of the people for the sole purpose 
of enriching a favored few—a syniicate of de- 
Vouring, insatiate monopolists. 
B Mr. Voorhees, referrmg to the aitack mae 
in the senate upon the memory of McClellan 
and Hancock, compared the senator from 
Kansas (Ingalis) to Thersites in the camp of 
the Greeks before the walls of Troy, cursing 
and ailing’ against the heroes of Achaia— 
Achilles, Ulysses and Agamemnon--and said 
that the objects of his venomous spleen and 
rage were alive and present to rebuke and 
Chastiso their insolent defamer. But the pre- 
Siding otticer of the senate (holding the highest 
Oficial position now held by a republican) has 
descended to the floor and attacked the mem- 
ory of American heroes who were sleeping 
Where flowers and tears are annually cemented 
On memorial day, resting from their 
Slorious lives in the quiet bivouac 
of the dead. There were suggestions 
“ or by the wanton and astounding as- 
~ t of the senator from Kansas, which would 
Speedity pass from the public mind. That 
Senator, a recognized leader of his party, had 
00d in his place in the senate, and deno 
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two great union generals as traitors to their 
country ; allies of confederaty; and no word 
of dissent or rebuke had been uttered by a sin- 
gle associate in eithor house. Democrats had 
watted, and some had wondered; but the si- 
lent aejuiescence in the horrible charges re- 
mained unbroken. 

Mr. Voorhees proceeded to draw a vivid pic- 
ture of events during the war, beginning with 
the scenesin Washington on the night of the 
first battie of Bull Run when the wearied gal- 
lop of a courier could be heard, as he came 
over the long bridge and reached the war de- 
partment with dispatehes of disaster from the 
front. Inthat hour of national extremity, 
McClellan had been called by despair- 
ing official authority to perform a 
task greater far than was ever verformed 
by Alexander, Hannibal, Caesar or Napoleon 
in the same length of time. , 

n he recalled, after the second disastrous 
battle of Manassas,McClellan riding out to meet 
the retreating troops and being greeted with 
cheers more thrilling and pathetic than those 
which greeted Napoleon on his return from 
Elba. Then came the battle of Antietam, a 
victory unparalleled in the war, considering all 
the conditions. Immediate peril being gone, 
and a sense of security being sccured, Mc- 
Clellan had been again stricken by partisan 
malice and had closed his lofty career forever. 

Mr. Voorhees then changed the scene to 
Gettysburg, where, he said, the last hope of 
the southern confederacy disappeared forever. 
What invisible spirit of evil had been in at- 
tendance on the senator from Kansas 
when he stood up and vopened his mouth 
in the senate chamber on the 6th of March. 
MeCl@llan and Hancock were the heroes of 
two of the most consequental battles of the 
war—Antietam and Gettysburg—the loss of 
either of which would have brought European 
recognition to the confederacy and darkness 
and dismay, if not final dissolution. They had 
commanded in the only battles fought north of 
the Potomac, and each time had met the en- 
emy, as an invading foree, strong, confident 
and flushed with recent victories. Antietam 
and Gettysburg had involved the possession of 
the capital and the perpetuity of the govern- 
ment; and to McClellan and Hancock (now 
stigmatized as allies of the confederacy) had 
been committed the measureless and awful 
trust of defending and Preserving them both. 
If asked hereafter where were the greaicst 
leaders of the democratic party during the 
war (where the democratic candidate 
of 1864 for the vresidency and democratic 
candidate of 1880 for presidency, the nndulat- 
ing slopes of Aatietam and the crested heights 
of Gettysburg would be pointed to. He knew 
them both, and he bowed to their mighty 
shades. They were of ioftier mould than 
Greek or Roman history supplied. The “war- 
rior ranksof Achia”’ feratahed not their peers, 
not the ‘golden-locked Achills, nor to high 
born son of Laertes, nor the wide_ruling 
King Agammenon.”’ * 

And yet, he said, such were the great 
soldiers Who were mocked, scoffed and de- 
nounced as belanging to the subservient ele- 
ment of the north who were accused of, trea- 
son by these who were of the *breed Job’s war 
horse, and who (like him) ‘‘snuffed the ba ttle 
afar off.”” A deteimined attempt had been 
made during the war of rebellion, and 
had been continued gsinee, to blacken 
the names of the gréat civil as well as military 
leaders who remained true to the democratic 
party, but he asserted that an impartial his- 
torian of the people would record as a fact but 
for the attitude and influence of Horatio Sey- 
mour, Thomas A. Hendricks, Allen G. Thur- 
man, William A. Richardson, and_ their 
political associat¢és and followers, not only 
would the union have been restored, but the 
dearest and most sacred rights of American 
citizens would over havebeen swept away by the 
blinding storm of partisan wrath, which was 
most frequently mistaken for patriotic zeal. 
Those who through good and evi! report had 
kept immortal the safeguards of the constitu- 
tion, displayed like beacon lights on a danger- 
ous coast, would be remembered with grati- 
tude as long as the best pritiviples of free 
government would survive. 

{n cerclusion he said that he had no fears 
For 
more than seventy-five years it had withstood 
and triumphed overall assaults and it would 
do so now and hereafter. Mistakes 
might occur and men would err, but the sound 
and healthful principles of democracy,faithiul 
to liberty, equality, and to the fruits of labor, 
would always provea speedy and sovereign 
remedy. The democratic party contained the 
gathcred wisdom and experience of gener- 
ations,aud towered inits strength and majesty 
far higher than the heads of any of its individ- 
ual members. The administration of this gov- 
ernment was once more, after alapse of years, 
in the hands of the democratic party, and its 
response to that great trust had been worthy of 
its historic fame. Some disappointments had 
been felt, some complaints had been heard [as 
was inevitable]; but the verdict of the Ameri- 
can people in November would be that there 
had béen an honest, capable government, and 
that it should be continued. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Voorhees’s speech, 
which was delivered with great power and ef- 
fect, and was listened to with interest and at- 
tention on both sides of the chamber, he was 
congratulated by many of his democratic asso- 
ciates, 

The bill to forfeit unearned land grants was 
then takeg up and discussed until 5 o'clock 
when, without action, the senate adjourned. 
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The Agreement About the Debate. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—The majority and 
minority of the ways and meansgcommittee to- 
day reached an agreement upon the time to be 
allowed for general debate in the house upon 
the tariff. The agreement, which was reduced 
to writing, reads as follows: 

“On Tuesdays, Wednesdays and Thursdays- 
the house shal! rise at 5:30 p. m., and reassem, 
ble at 8 p. m., the evening sessions to be fo 
debate only. Mondays and Saturdays’ session 
shall end at 5:30 p. m. No change is to be 
made in the present rule as to sessions on Fri- 
days. The general debate on the tariff bill 
shall continue seventeen days after today, ex- 
cluding Sundays, and also any interruptions 
ordered by the house and general leave to 
print to be given.

THE SOUTH’S INVITATION TO ALL 


A Country Where Blizzards Do Not Prevail 
and Where Nature Offers Every in- 
ducement—The Convention. 


Hor Sprixas, N. €.,. April 25.—[{Special.]— 
The.eonvention for promoting immigration to 
the southern states met here today at 12 m. 
All the southern states except Florida and 
Texas and Arkansas were represeuted with 
full delegations. The meeting was called to 
order by Hon. John D. Keiley, jr., of New 
York, and Govewmor Fitzhugh Lee was selected 
as president of the convention. He made a 
neatand appropriate speech in calling the con- 
vention to order, and immediately proceeded 
to business, A motion was made to appoint a 
committee on business and another on resolu- 
tions, each to be composed of one man from 
each state and one representative for each com- 
mittee from the cities represented, after which 
& recess of five minutes was taken to give each 
state time to select a committee. 

Colonel W. P. Price was made chairman of 
the Georgia delegation and Mr. Sandy Cohen, 
of Augusta, selected as chairman. Governor 
John B. Gordon, Bishop Becker, Patrick 
Walsh and Evan P. Howell were selected as 
the committee for Georgia. 

At the expiration of. the five minutes the 
convention was again called to order, and the 
various states announced their committees. 
After this work had beon finished Cardinal 
Gibbons, who occupicd a seat_on the platform 
with Governor Gordon, of Georgia, and Gov- 
ernor Richardson, of South Carolina, was 
called on foraspeech. He said: 

I ain grateful to the gentlemen composing this 
conveltion forthe honor conferred upon me and 
the courtesy extended. I came here to encourage, 
so far as I can, the objecis of this meeting. I have 
traveled uearly over both hemispheres recently, 
with both eyes open. As a result of my observations, 
I can say that the United States gives to ingnigrants 
such advautages as cannot be obtained in the old 
countries, I have found everywhere 
great prosperity in the —- union. I ive 
found this is due _ to the indomita- 
ble energy ofthe American people. 1 wish every 
success to this movemeut. The climate of the south 
will allow every laboring man to work 300 out of 
360 days in the year. 

After he finished Right Rev. Bishop Kane, 
of West Virginia, was called for, and made an 
admirable address on the importance of immi- 
gration. Right Rey. Bishop Northrop, of 
South Carolina, also responded to the call. 

When he had finished Governor Gordon was 
loudly called for, and made a very fine address, 
as did also Governor Richardson, of South 
Carolina. Governor Gordon was highly com 
plimented on his speech. In fact, he made 
the best speech that was made. 

The convention adjourned until 4 o’clock for 
dinner, and at that hour, the committee not 
being ready to report, sdjourned until 8 to- 
night. The committee will present an elabo- 
rate report, outlining a plan for bringing im- 
migrants tothe south. The railroads have 
promised the most liberal support, and there is 
every indication that it will be pressed vigor- 
ously. There were over three hundred dele- 
gates, composed of good men who ure earnestly 
in favor of co-operating with the railroads in 
this great undertaking. The convention will 
not finish its work before tomorrow, as the 
committecs will not all be ready to report to- 
night. All the important roads in the south 
are represented, and are doing all they can to 
shape the proceedings to make the movement 


a success. 

The immigration convention tonight adopted 
the following resolutions: 

tesolved, that an immigration association be es- 
tablished, with headquarters in the city of New York, 
to be styled the ‘‘souther inmmigration association.’’ 

Resolved, that this as-ociation be placed under the 
charge of a board of directors, composed of one 
member of each southern railroad or other corpora- 
tion, trade, industrial or other organization in each 
state, county, city or town situated cast of the Mis 
sissippi river that will contribute the sum of $1,000 
towards the expenses of said association, on or beiore 
July Ist next, and that on the second Tuesday of 
July 1888, tlhe board so constituted shall meet in 
New York and proceed to organize and adopt such 
by-laws, rules and regulations as may be necessary 
for its government. 

Resolved, That until said organization is perfected 
Major John D. Keiley, Jr., be constitutedchief of the 
association with power to call the board together 
whenever said contributions from railroads or other 
coi porations, trade, industria! or other organizations 
of states, cities, counties and towns, shall have 
reached the aggregate sum of $20,000, and when 
such call has been made the board of directors shall 
proceed immediately to perfect a permanent organi- 
zation, as provided for in the second resojution here- 
with submuiitted. . 

Resolved, That immediately upon adoption of 
the:e resolutions. the secretary of the convention 
shall give notice of the same to the governor of e%ch 
of thesouthern state:, to the president of each of 
the southern railroads and to the mayor of every 
city and to every town in the southern states east of 
the Mississippi river having a population of 5,000 or 
more, and to solicit the ry ape of said officers 
in furthering the objects of this convention. 

The report of the committee on resolutions 
was presented by Colonel Johnson, of Char- 
lotte. It says: 

In behalf of the people of the cleyen southern 
states here represented, and reflecting the spirit of 
all southern states, wherever it has found express- 
ion, this convention has met for the purpose of in- 
augurating a systematic arrangement for promoting 
immigration and the development of the agricultu- 
ral, mineraland other resources of the south. *With- 
in the past decade, notable progress has been made 
in tl.is direction, as evidenced by the increase of 
population, extension of railroads, introduction of 
new industriesin managing and manufacturing, in- 
creased facilities for education and general advance- 
mentin prosperity ofall classes; but these results 
have been effecied more by individual effort than 
by any great systeni. 

Recognizing the value of united counsels and en- 
ergies to direct the accomplishment of an object so 
worthy, we have assembled forthe purpose of enlist- 
ing the co-operation of the people of every southern 
state. Tothbis end, in the broad spirit of restored 
nationality, weinviteto residence within our bor- 
ders, industrious and ‘law-abiding citizens of all 
states in the union to whom our great, national ad- 
vantages may present inducement for settlement, 
and to similar classes of immigrants from Europe, 
irrespective of creeds or political opinion, we ¢ex- 
tend a .like invitation, guarantecing a cordial wel- 
come and the protection of law impartially admin- 
istered. Without detpacting from the merits or ad- 
vantages ofstates ofa higher latitude, we would 
cali attention to the great inducements which na- 
ture holds out for immigiationin our temperate 
climate, the fertility of the soil, the 
yaricty of the products, ranging from 
semi-tropleal fruits and cotton to cereals known to 
civilized husbandry. To the topographic, which 
embraces every altitude from the sea level to moun- 
tain heights than any cast of the Mfssissippi is 
added a geological structure of similar extent and 
variety. In the great chain vast areas of coal ex- 
ceeding in quantity and excelling in quality any to 
be found in all Europe He in close proximity to beds 
of iron ore; demonstr@ting by actual results the pos- 
sibility of producing iron and steel more cheaply 
than in any other portion of the United States, The 
abundance of fuel and exccllence of water power in 
the midst of the great cotton belt, which lies 
wholly within the limit of the southern 
states, invites that capital which in time will trans- 
fer the manufacture of textile fabrics to the south; 
while the ex haustiess area of timber of all kinds alrea- 
dy sought for shipment to remote localities, present 
the strongest argument in behalf of this region as the 
seat for manufactures in wood, unvalled in 
any country. With all these material advanteges, 
supplemented by a climate favosable to labor at all 
seasons and adapted in salubrity to the highest men- 
taland pbysical development of the human race, 
is added a consideration which should of 
itselt.commend the favorable attention of those 
contemplating a change of residence.

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REPUBLICANJCONVENTIONS. 
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Election of Delegates to the National Con- 
vention at Chicago. 

Bostozx, April 25.--The republican state 
convention to elect delegates to the national 
convention assembled at Tremont temple at 
11 o’clock this forenoon. Prior to the conven- 
tion there was considerable convassing at the 
Tremont house and also on the corridors at 
Tremont temple. 

At 10:50 there was a large gathering in the 
eonvention hall and several different tickets 
were distributed. . 

The convention was very well attended. 
Dr. Burden, chairman of the state committee, 
called it to order and temporary organization 
was affected with Robert J. Southworth and 
J. Otis Wardwell as secretaries. Prayer was 
offered by Rev. H. A. Philbrook, and Dr. 
Burden then delivered the opening address. 
_ Dr. Burden’s mention in his speech open- 
ing the convention of the name of Blaine 
elicited wild enthusiasm, and a call by a dele- 
gate for three cheers for Blaine was heartily 
responded to with an enthusiastic “‘tiger.’’

Experience of a Young Man of 
Macon 


Who Ascended in a Balloon With Professor 
King—Three Weddings—Outcome of 
the Concert—Other Gossip? 


Macon, Ga., April 25.—-[Special.]J—A great 
many people that saw Professor King and his 
companion, Charlie Mathews, go up in the 
balloon yesterday did not expect to ever see 
them alive again, but they were all very 
ggreeably surprised by seeing the two gentle- 
men walking about the streets today as if 
nothing unusual had taken place. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter met the aeronauts 
this morning as they stepped off the South- 
western train, and asked Professor King to tell 
him about the trip. But the professor said that 
he was tired of being interviewed, and as 
Charlie was a new hand at the business, he 
would be the best hand to give his experience. 

“Well,” said Charlic, “I am a poor man, but 
I would not take a thousand dollars for that 
trip. Infact it could not be bought at any 
price. I have read of balloon ascensicns, but 
no one can have an idea of the experiences one 
has while traveling through the air. I was 
surprised at the gentle motion we took. It was 
something like an elevator, except that there 
were no jerksor stops. It seemed asif we 
were floating along on the top of some cloud, 
and the motion was just as free and easy. 
When we left the city our course was parallel 
with the Southwestern railroad. 

“Professor King was much pleased with the 
rountry and greatly surprised at the amount of 
lands under cultivation. He says that this 
section of the state isthe finest of any he has 
ever been over in the union. Our greatest 
height was about two miles and a half. At 
that point it was quite cold, and an overcoat 
would not have been out of place. But we 
soon descended, and the atmosphere was much 
milder. We ‘lit’ in a field not far from Perry, 
and a large number of people caime out to see 
us. Wethen allowed the gas to escape from 
the balioon, and soon had it packed up and on 
the way to the train, where it was put on 
board and brought tothe city today. Wewere 
in the clouds just three hours, and in that 
time traveled at the rate of fifteen miles per 
hour.

IN THE CENTRAL SHOPS. 


Some Heavy Rolling Stock Being Put Up in 
Macon. 

Macon, Ga., April 25.— (Special. |—A Con- 
STITUTION reporter paid a visit to the shops of 
the Central railroad here today, and was 

reatly surprised at the amount of work being 
Sucve there. As the Central is always adding 
some new road to its greatsystem,they are con- 
stuntly building rolling stock for hem, anda 
large amount of this work is done in Macon. 
At present they are completing a lot of cars 
for the new Columbus and Western, which 
runs from Columbus overto the coal fields of 
northern Alabama. They are fine specimens 
of good work, and much care is being taken in 
their construction. The capacity of each is 
fifty thousand pounds, which is about fifteen 
thousand pounds more than the average coal 
car.

News was received in railroad circles yester- 
day announcing the death of Mr. Charles B, Gray, 
assi-tant general passenger agent of the Cincinnati 
Southern, at Cincinnati. Mr. Gray was very popular

North Carolina’s Convicts. 

RALEIGH, N. C., April 25.—[Specia!.!—It 
was learned today from the authorities at the 
state penitentiary that there are 1,576 convicts. 
Of these only 123 are in prison proper, while 
1509 are on penitentiary farms near this city. 
Other convicts are distributed as follows: On 
the Murphy division of the Western North 
Carolina railroad, i18; on the Western North 
Carolina railroad proper, 181; on Cape Fear 
and Yadkin Valley railway proper, 250; onits 
Mount Airy extension, 160; and on its Madi- 
son branch, 280. On Plymouth turnpike there 
are 92. There are only 5 white females in the 
entire prison population and 65 colored females. 
About nine-tenths of all convicts are colored. 
The total number of convicts received from 
January 6, 1873, when the penitentiary was 
opened, to this date, is 7,60. There has been 
nearly a steady rate of increase of convicts for 
twelve years. One-third of all are under 20 
years of age. Thus far this year 150 convicts

THE TARIFF DEBATE. 


Speeches For and Against the 
Bill. 


— ee ee | ee 


Mr. Bynum Speaks in Favor of Keduction— 
Mr. Browne, of Indiana, for Proetec- 
tion—The Night Session. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—In the house Mr. 
Latham, of Texas, presented the conference 
report on the bill for the relief of postmasters 
for loss of certain posta] funds. The senate 
amended the bill by making its*provisions gen- 
eral, and extending the provisions of the act 
of March 17, 1882, authorizing the postmaster 
gerteral to adjust certain claims of postmasters 
for loss by fire and burglary, so as to include 
within claims which shall be adjusted those 
arising from the loss of postal funds. 

The report was agreed to, and the house 
went into committee of the whole (Mr. Spring- 
er, of Lllinois, in the chair) on the tariff bill. 

Mr. Bynum, of Indiana, referring to the 
surplus, said that withdrawal of so large a 
sum of money from the channels of trade for 
any long period of time would result in a con- 
traction of currency Which would swallow up 
in bankruptcy and ruin our most enterprising 
business men. Congress could no longer 
escape the responsibility which rested upon it 
without arousing the indignation of an oppress- 
ed people. Thetime had passed when the 
house could refuse to consider a measure for a 
reduction of taxation; the time had come 
when it must meet the question fairly and 
honestly. The bill presented did not meet 
with his unqualified approval. He believed 
that the duties on imports should be levied and 
collected at all times to meet the current 
ordinary expenses of government, and t any 
extraordinary expenses should be met Dy a re- 
sort tointernal taxes. Believing this to be 
correct, he would maintain the present inter- 
nal system of taxation until the last obligation 
of the war was discharged. But,mindful of the 
diversified interests of the country, he was 
willing to come to the consideration of the bill 
in aspirit of concession and compromise, and 
join in the consideration of a measure which 
yielded something to the productions of every 
locality.

and it could take care of itself. It would need 
{ no other protection. [Apjlause on the demo- 
cratic side.] 

In conclusion, he said that the day had 
passed when the glory and triumph of men 
and nations was an invasion of a foreign iand, 
and the day had arrived when that glory and 
triumph consisted in bearing the national em- 
blem into the harbor of every country of the 
world, and there to plant it in the grand tem- 
ple dedicated to commerce and indusiry. [Ap- 
plause on the democratic side. | 

Mr. Browne, of Indiana, expressed himselfas 
notin the least frightened at the plethoric con- 
dition of the national treasury. That our annuai 
revenues were in excess of ordinary expendi- 
tures was not-necessarily to be be deplored. 
This was not the first time that there had been 
a surplus in the treasury, but neither Jolson 
nor Grant nor Arthur had made the condition 
of the treasury a pretense for disturbing the 
industrial policy of the government. The 
country continued to enjoy an unparalleled 
prosperity and the accumulating revenue might 
be made the occasion for doing much for the 
people’s benefit. ‘Khe national debt might be 
gradually paid off; the merchant marine might 
be built up; harbor and coast defenses might 
ae ®constructed ; as navy might be 
provided commensurate with our glory and 
grandeur asa nation; and a grateful people 
might tender to the old soldiers who saved the 
country, a parting benediction. Why should 
congress be in such hot haste to overturn a 
policy to which commercial interests had ad- 
justed themselves? Under a protective sys- 
tem, our interests had been diversitied and ex- 
tended until the United States had become the 
foremost among manufacturing and agricul- 
tural nations of the world. That surplus ex- 
isted, Was an evidence of national prosperity. 
That it had been gathered into the treasury 
Without oppression or complaint, was an evi- 
dence that the protective system was a just 
one. Ifthe surplus were under the control 
of wise statesmanship, it would bea national 
blessing; but asit wassafer to reduceit than 
to run the hazard of ill advised expenditures, 
he was anxious to have a revision of the 
method of taxation soasto reduce the reve- 
nues tothe lowest limit of national wants. 
But he argued that the plan of reduction 
sketched by the president in. his annual mes- 
sage would result in disaster to American in- 
dustries. Thatthe democratic party in the 
house had not gone the whole length of the 
president’s suggestions was becauseit feared 
party rather than financial disaster. 

There was a feeling aot developing, and 
in no section more rapidly thanin the ‘solid 
south’’ that the country should relieve itself 
wholly from internal taxation. Looking at 
the system from a revenue standpoint, there 
was much to condemn it, and if the people un- 
derstood that the whisky tax was kept on in 
order that the protective system might be 
maintained, the whisky tax would have to go. 

Mr. Browne congratulated the president 
upon having compelled-his party to take an 
issue on the tariff question. The masquerade 
was over. ‘The question of today was whether 
the revenue system should be free trade or 
protection, for thisbill was the vanguard of 
the free trade policy. 

Mr. Dockery, of Missouri, said that the rev- 
enue tariif was a tax designed to furnish suf- 
ficient revenue to mect the current necessities 
oi the government, economically administered. 
The protective tax was a discrimiuating force 
attacned to certein industries to the disparage- 
ment of other industries, and this in the teeth 
of the equitable maximum that all taxes should 
be levied fot public purposes. The reduction 
of taxation was and would continue to be the 
dominating issue in Ainerican politics, and in 
view of the solemn pledges of 
both parties to revise the tariff 
and teduce the surplus, consideration of the 
question should be approached in a spirit of 
patriotism, moderation and prudence. 

Discussing the subject of the surplus, he de- 
clared it was required in the channels of busi- 
ness and trade and commerce, in order that 
capital might employ labor, and said that the 
question presented was how that. surplus was 
to be disposed of. Would it be .done by the 
making of extravagant appropriations? He 
warned congress that if it did not reduce taxa- 
tion—that was the way in which surplus would 
be got rid of. There were on the calendars of 
the house to-day hundreds of measures which 
would never have been heard of had it not 
becn that there was a surplus in the treasury. 

In conclusion, he said: ‘‘Let us unhand 
and uushackle the gonius and enterprise of our

Bleckley, C. J.—1. If, whilst a house is 
building, the supply of lumber is about to stop 
because the contractor is not considered safe, 
and the ownergof the building procures its con- 
tinuance by promising to pay the bill, his un- 
dertaking 1s not collateral but original. 

2. If the time stipulated for payment be 
when the bnilding is completed, the burden

Simmons, J.—1. Where suit was brought in 
a justice’s court on a bond given for the forth- 
coming of certain preperty. which had been 
levied on by execution, to which illegality was 
filed by the principals in the bond, the amount 
of which was $300, but’ the amount sued for 
was less than $100, the suit was within the 
jurisdiction of the court. 

2. Where the property was levied on by the 
constable and defendants regained possession 
of it by giving the bond sued on, if there were 
a misdescription in the bond of the date of the 
levy andthe articles levied on, defendants 
ought not to be allowed to take advantage of 
it. 

3. The only legal way to prove proceedings 
of the superior court is by an extract from the 
minutes of that court duly certified by its clerk. 
Hence it was error to admit in evidence an or- 
der dismissing the illegality which purported 
to be the original order bearing the genuine 
signature of the judge who granted it. Code, 
§$3826, 3817; Bigham vs. Coleman, 71 Ga. 176. 

(a) There being, therefore, no proof that the 
aflidavit of illegality had been disposed of, the 
plaintiff Was not entitled to recover in a suit 
on the forthcoming bond. 

4. Evidence of the constable that the prop- 
erty levied on had been advertised for sale, 
and that the fi. fa. had not been paid by the de- 
fendants, was admissible. To show a breach 
of bond, it was necessary to show that the 
property had been advertised for’ sale and had 
not been produced. 

5. As the case goes back for a new trial, it is 
unnecessary to go into a close calculation as 
to the amount found to be due. There is no 
evidence authorizing a judgment for attorneys’ 
fees. 

G. It is the proper practice for a justice of 
the peace not only to render but to write out 
his judgment at the court ground before he 
adjourus his court.

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A New Keformer. 

Mr. Thomas Morgan, a socialistic labor 
agitator in Chicago, has taken hold of the 
drink problem. In a recent speech he 
said: 

Drink is not the cause of poverty--it is the result, 
Where the work is hardest and most monotonous 
there drink is indulged in most. Give @ man area 
sop for living and his appetite ior drink 
will be destroyed. Go to the board of trade— 
wherever there is speculation and umue excite- 
ynent, alternate exhilerations over wilfnings and 
depression on account of losings--therd too is in- 
temperance, “I’ve made a stake, boys; come and 
have a drink.” “I am dowa on my luck and 
will go and brace up with a giass of whisky.” 
Take away these extremes and you have sobricty. 

There is a good deal of truth in this view 
of the subject, but what remedy does Mr. 
Morgan suggest? Here is where the trouble 
comes in. Just at this point all the re- 
formers show their weakness. The Chica- 
go agitator’s cure for the liquor evil, and 
for various other evils, is to ‘have the gov- 
ernment take control of every detail of our 
social and political organism. In a word, 
he would have paternalism. 

Now, it is very evident that Mr. Morgan, 
who belongs to the better class of social- 
ists, has made a big mistake. Undera pa- 
ternal government, which would necessa- 
rily be despotism although it might be a 
mild one, the monotony which he says is 
one of the causes of intemperance would be 
sure to prevail. Men would lose their in- 
dividuality. They would all be ona dead 
Jevel, and they would be without what he, 
calls ‘‘a reason for living.” 

Without attempting to outline a remedy 
for the drink evil, it strikes us that under a 
free government where men have an oppor- 
tunity to become self-reliant, and where 
their general intelligence and prosperity 
enable them to select and enjoy the genuine 
comforts of life there will always be found 
less intemperance than will exist under 
other conditions. 

But it is useless to discuss the matter. 
The most interesting part of the business is 
the disposition of the socialists to take an 
active part inthe temperance movement. 
Deo they intend to go over to the prohibi- 
tionists carrying their socialistic platform 
with them, or do they expect the prohibi- 
tionists to join them? It may be that they 
propose to get up a combination of prohi- 
bitionists and socialists and go into the al- 
leged third party. Some such scheme may 
be in the air.

Inthe river and harbor bill now 
before congress, the sum of $75,000 is ap- 
propriated for examinations and surveys of 
creeks and inlets. ‘This provision has been 
tacked on to all river and harbor bills since 
the war, and that is the seeret of the growth 
of the affair. Jobbery not only has, its 
hands greaséd, but it has a slick intellect. 

The bill of 1886 provided that the war de- 
partment should make the usual examina- 
tion or survey of Mingo creek and Clark’s 
creek, both.in South Carolina. The engin- 
eer in charge of that district tried his best 
to obey the law, but he failed to find the 
creeks. He wrote to Congressman Aiken, 
but Congressman Aiken had never heard of 
the crecks, The matter was referred to the 
News and Courier, but the editor of that 
paper knew nothing of the creeks, and 
couldn’t ever find them on the map of the 
state. 


After some time the Augnsta Chronicle |

announced that the creeks had been located, 


‘‘the land being a little damp in the neigh- 
borhood where they were supposed to exist.”’ 
These ‘‘examinations’’{ought to have ended 
the matter, and it is to be supposed that 
Mingo creek and Clark’s creek were dropped 
from the list. 

But this is by no means the case. 
bill now before congress there is an appro- 
priation of $5,600 for the improvement ol 
Mingo creek, and one of $2,500 for the im- 
provement of Clark’s creek.

* THE NEW PRESIDENT. 

William Lowndes Calhoun is a descendant 
of the Calhouns of South Carolina. The fam- 
ily came originally from Donegal, Ireland, and 
settled in Abbeville district, South Carolina, 
forming the Calhoun settlement in that dis- 
trict. His father, Hon. James M. Calhoun, a 
prominent lawyer in lis day and at one time 
j mayor of Atlanta, left Sonth Carolinain his 
} early manhood and settled in Decatur, Ga., 
} where the subject of this sketch was born. He 
afterward removed to Atlanta, and a part of 
the boyhood of Lowndes Calhoun, as he is fa- 
miliarly known, was spent iu this city, and at 
the age of sixteen he was taken into the 
law office of his father to read law 
and prepare himself for admission to the 
bar. After three years’ study at the age of 


the practice with his father, under the firm 
name of J. M.& W. L. Calhoun. The same 
year he was married to Miss Mary Oliver, of 
Columbia, 8. C. He continued the practice 
of law in the said firm until the opening of 
the war, when he entered the army as a lieu- 
tenantin Company K. of the Forty-second 
regiment of infantry, Georgia@rolunteers. He 
was afterward promoted to the captaincy of 
the company, and served with the regiment 
until severely wounded in the charge at 
Resacca, the 16th of May, 1864. 

Perhaps the most conspicious service ren- 
dered by him during the wapewas in the bat- 
tles preceeding and during the seige of Vicks- 
burg. In all that long and hard campaign and 
the forty-seven days and nights spent in the 
trenches he never lost one hour’s service. 
After the war he returned to Atlanta, 
depleted and broken down by hard service 
and his severe wound. 

As soon as pratticable the Jaw firm of J. M. 
& W. L. Calhoun was re-established, and con- 
tinued until the death of Colonel J. M. Cal- 
honn, which occurred in 1875. | 

In 1873 Lowndes Calhoun was elected to the 
legislature from Fulton county, and served 
during the sessions of 1873-4, and was re- 
elected and represented the county during the 
sessions of 1875-46. 

In 1878 he was elected mayor of Atlanta, and 
served two vears—1879 and 1880. 

In January, 1880, he was elected ordinary of 
Fulton county, which oftice he now holds. 
While attentive to the public duties devolving 
upon him, he is fond of agricultural pursuits 
and of field sports. 

Judge Calhoun is one of the most popular 
citizens of Fulton county. His reputation is 
high as that ofany manin the state. Every 
position he has held he has adorned. His 
equable temper, genial disposition, unassam- 
ing manners and unselfishness are strong traits 
in his character. ‘There is nothing harsh in 
his nature, and he is the true gentleman at all 
times and under all cifcumstances. The asso-

MEMORIAL DAY. 


Arranzements for Properly Cel- 
ebrating This Anniversary. 


A Grand Civic and Military Parade+The 
Order of the Frocesslon—Impressive 
Ceremonies at Uakiand. 


This is Memorial Day. 

And it will be observed appropriately in At- 
lanta, 

The women of the Memoria) association and 
the old soldiers of the Veterans’ association 
have been working diligently for several 
weeks to make all the details and ceremonies 
of the day worthy of its character. And they 
have succeeded in arranging an admirable pro- 
gramme. 

Colonel Thomas G. Jones, a brilliant Ala- 
bama statesman, will pronounce the oration 
of the day. 

The procession will be large and representa- 
tive, and the ceremonies will be simple and 
touching. ~ 

After two o'clock this afternoon business 
will be wholly suspended in Atlanta. The 
postoffice, county 
courthouse,city departments will all be closed, 
as well as nearly all the business louses in the 
city. 

The Official Programme. 

The various committees who were appointed 
to arrange all the details for today’s celebra- 
tion met and decided upon the following pro- 
gramme; 

At 2 o’clock the various military companics 
and civic organizations which are to form a 
part of the procession will begin assembling In 
Marietta street. The right wing will form 
above the customhouse, and the left wing will 
gather at the intersection ot Forsyth and 
Marietta streets. 

The members of the Confederate Veterans’ 
association of Fulton county will be massed on 
the north side of the street, and will be under 
command, of their newly elected president, 
Judge C#houn: 

On the other side of the street the artillery, 
the cavalry and the carriages will form. ; 

The oonfederate veterans will take their 
placa near Dr. Westmoreland’s oflice, and 
with the three tribes of red men, will form a 
battalion reaching to the custom house.

They may carry, howeyer, at less t 
the prescribed rates, provided, that if they carry for 
less for one person, they shall for the like service 
carry for the same lessened rate for all persons ex- 
cept as mentioned hereafter; and if ef adopt less 
freight rates from one station, they shali make a re- 
duction of the same per cent at all stationsfiloug the 
line of road, so as to make no unjust discrimination 
as against any person or locality.

THE TEA COMPANY. 


The Prosecution Heard Yester- 
day and the Case Continued. 


& 
Who is Prosecuting?—A Story With Two 
Sides—What the Prosecution Has to 
fay on the Subject. 


As aunounced in yesterday’s CoNnsTITUTION. 
the preliminary trial of the proprietors of the 
Overland Tea company came off yesterday be- 
fore Judge Manning. 

The case is a peculiar one in many respects, 

culiar, not because there are two sides to it, 
Pat because the two sides are so essentially un- 
like, The prosecution claims that the tea 
company is a complete fraud, and in support of 
that theory some highly interesting testimony 
was introduced yesterday. 

THE PROSECUTING WITNESS. 

The first to testifv was the prosecutor, Mr. 
Frank Noonan, @ young man apparently about 
twenty years of age. He testified that he had 
been in the tea store upon several occasions. 
He saw a gentleman buy a can of tea for one 
dollar, in which was a piece of cheap jewelry. 
‘-Now,’’ said the clerk, ‘“‘give us back the can 
and the prize and fifty cents more and we will 
seli you another box.” The gentleman bought 
this, then gave that back and paid fifty cents 
more for another. Two more cans were bought 
in the same way, but in each there was simply 
a worthless piece of jewelry. The gentleman 
was not satisfied, and as a special favor—a 
favor not given to just anybody—he was shown 
two rows of cans. In one of these cans was a 

old watch, a diamond ring or $20 or $50 
ngold. He paid $2 for a chance, and the can 
which he selected contained nothing. He had 
not bought the tea, but the prize that might 
be init. ‘Now you have been unlucky. Pay 
$5, and you can take your chance at the prizes 
in this row. There are no chances here, every 
can is guaranteed to contain one of those 
prizes. The box drawn contained a ring—and 
the clerk assured the gentleman that the ring 
was a diamond. |{Mr. Noonan then related 
another and similar experience, and that 
closed his testimony. He himself had not 
bought any tea. He had been working with 
Mr. V. J. Klase, but did not doso now. 

Mr. J. B. Stewart, prosecutor's attorney, 
asked permission to introduce evidence show- 
ing that the tea company had always claimed, 
upon first going to a place, that the 
prize system would be continued 
for sixty days only, and after 
that their teas and coffee would be sold upon 
their merits. His evidence would further 
show that upon leaving a town the proprietors 
never left any stock, but carried everything 
with them. oF 

Judge Manning ruled this out as not bearing 
upon the specific charge before him. 

Mr. V. J. Klase was the next witness. He 
seemed reluctant to say much, but what he 
did say was to the point. 

“Soon after I met the Epsteyns again in 
Atlanta,’”’ he said, ‘‘they carried me around 
and gave me alotof valuable introductions. 
He boasted how he had the town ‘fixed.’ The 
plan is to make 

INFLUENTIAL AND USEFUL PEOPLE 
believe the thing to be all right. For instance, 
Mayor Cooper had drawn a diamond ring. I 
don’t know whether or not the mayor gave 
them recommendations to the towns ahead. 
Chief Conolly got a ring. I understand that he 
has giuen recommendations to chiefs of 
police in the towns they are about to- visit. 
So with prominent people in the secret orders, 
and that’s why they came here with such flat- 
tering recommendations.”’ : 

Judge Manning asked the witness to confine 
his testimony to the business as conducted in 
Atlanta. 

Mr. Klase then described the plan of busi- 
ness, touching upon the worthlessness of most 
of the prizes, and putting the business gener- 
ally ina bad light. 

‘*How do you know all that?’’ asked Colonel 
Brandt, the lawyer for the defense. 

“Oh, I've been with them, and they told me 
all about it.’’ 

A few minutes later Colonel Brandt had oc- 
casion to remark: 

“‘T’ve been trying for half an hour to get you 
to tell what you know about this business.’’ 

The witness asked curtly: 

“Do you want it all ?’’ 

wo i i 

‘Well, last night two men came to me and 
offered me 

$100 TO LEAVE TOWN. 

They had Sauthorized me before to offer Noo- 
nan $50, then $10 and a ticket to Cincinnati, 
to leave. I had done this for them because I 
didn’t want to testify against the Epsteyns,and 
Noonan had refused, saying that the working 
people were being swindled and he was going 
to stop it.”’ 

Two other witnesses were present and related 
their experience at the teastore. Both thought 
they had been cheated. This closed the evi- 
dence for the pprosecution, 

A MOTION TO DISMISS, 

‘‘Now,’’ said Colonel Brandt, ‘‘1 make a mo- 
tion to dismissthe case. It has not heen shown 
that a single one of these witnesses has been 
cheated. One or two thought they had, but 
acknowledge they do not knuw the value of 
what they have drawn, and the rings for 
aught they know may be worth $1,000 a 
piece.”’ 

Mr. Stewart, attorne 
reviewed the evidence briefly, and at the con- 
clusion of his remarks.. Judge Manning over- 
ruled the motion for a dismissal. 

“The thing is evidently a fraud,” said the 
judge, “‘but the question is as to whether the 
charge of cheating and swindling can be fast- 
ened upon these people. I think that the 
section about gift enterprises applies to this 
case, and would like to hear from the de- 
fense.”’ 

Colonel Brandt #rzued at some length. He 
analyzed the testimony of the ‘‘Working man’s 
saviour— the elect,’ Mr. Frank Noonan. 

That young man hasa face that is stupidly in- 
movable as if cut in wood, an@if his features 
can be said to have expressed any emotion 
whatever it was one of quiet enjoyment.”’ 
Then the ‘friend,’ Mr. Klase, was taken 
up, his motives questioned, and by way of con- 
trast the pure and lofty methods of the tea 
company were dwelt upon at some length. 

_Judge Manning then continued the case un- 

til 10a m. Friday morning. 
IS KLASE THE PROSECUTOR ? 

‘It isn’t that fellow Noonan; it’s Klase,”’ 
remarked Mr. Epsteyn yesterday. 

The remark called attention to the testi- 
mony of Klase, apparently given with reluct- 
ance, and yet minute, accurate and as damag- 
ing as it could well be. 

The case is one of the most peculiar and 
most interesting of the kind that ever came up 


in Atlanta.
